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THE LATE THOMAS CAMPBELL, THE PoreT.—Mr. Park, 
the sculptor, is at present engaged on a work which is likely to 
add to his already well-earned reputation—namely, a colossal 
statue of Campbell, the poet, which is intended to be erected in 
George-square, or some other conspicuous situation in Glasgow. 
Mr. Park has already completed the model of the head of the 
poet, which we had the pleasure of viewing the other day at his 
studio in Bruton-street, Berkeley-square, and we could not 
help being struck with the high character of its style, its noble 
od intellectual expression, and the beauty of its execution. 
The figure, we understand, is not to be clothed in the unpic- 
turesque costume of the present day; but, like some of the 
antique statutes, will only have the form partially concealed by 
loose flowing drapery. Judging from what we have formerly 
seen of Mr. Park’s sculptural productions, we indulge the 
highest expectations of the result of his present attempt. For 
this undertaking he certainly possesses peculiar advantages. 
Campbell sat to him for his bust about four years before his 
death, and the likeness is pronounced to be as faithful as it is 
full of character. The poet was a native of Glasgow, and the 
proposal to erect a monument of him there is no more than 
might have been expected to originate from the intelligence and 
spirit of its citizens. It will be a graceful tribute to his 
memory, at the same time that it will be an appropriate orna- 
ment to the city itself. Among the names of the contributors 
to this important work many of those of the late lord rectors of 
the university are included ; and we observe that Sir R. Peel, 
Sir James Graham, Lord Jeffrey, and Mr. Fox Maule have 
enrolled their names, as well as the Duke of Montrose and the 
Marquis of Breadalbane. It is proposed that the statue shall 
be of bronze, mounted on a plain granite pedestal, and of the 
size of that of Sir J. Moore, now erected in George-square,
